Stabilization 
Act Attacked 
in Courts 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) —A law- 


suit in Chancery Court Thursday 
attacks the constitutionality of the 
state Revenue Stabilization Act 
and indirectly the whole financial 
structure of the stale of Arkansas. 


In addition to the Stabilization 


Act, 
the suit attacks its compan- 


ion The Accounting Procedure Act 
and the 1961 appropriation laws 
which provide funds for the stale 
Highway Department, Education 
Department, and the governor's 
emergency fund. 


The plaintiff listed in the suit 


was James J. Hooker of Little 
Rock. His attorney, Dave D Pan- 
ich filed the action. Panich asked 
for temporary and permanent in- 
junctions to restrain state officials 
from spending funds authorized by 
the laws. 


If the laws are found unconstitu- 


tional, the state's financial struc- 
ture could be dealt a serious blow. 
The Revenue St'abilizafiori Act is 
the means by which general funds 
are distributed to state agencies. 


The Accounting Procedure Act 


of 1955 implements the Stabiliza- 
tion Act by establishing certain 
budget; and' pre-audit1 practice's- rte'r 
cor'ding of receipts and expendi- 
tures and other general fiscal 
transactions. 


It is the second major suit filed 


against state fiscal practices in 
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less than a year. State Rep. J.H. 
Cottrell of Little Rock filed suit 
against Gov. Orval E. Faubus' 
omnibus appropriations act, and 
the law was declared unconstitu- 
tional.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The man 


who is supervising'Arkansas' $23 
million state construction program 
thinks 
it will be about three 


months before any major work is 
ready to start. 


Charles S. Warman of Russell- 


ville, hired last Nov. 1 to over- 
see and co-ordinate the building 
program set up at special legis- 
lative sessions in August and Sept- 
ember, said today only one major 
contract has been let so far—for 
a kitchen at the State Hospital's 
Little Rock unit. 


"We're just getting started, but 


a lot of people are moving for- 
ward," 
Warman said. 
"I ex- 


pect activity to pick up by spring." 


Two institutions — the Deaf 


School and the Negro School for 
Blind and Deaf—have construction 
plans just about ready for approv- 
al, Warman said. 


Demolition of a building — to 


make way for a new one—already 
has started at the Deaf School. 


Until now, Warman has con- 


cerned himself principally with in- 
specting and approving minor rer 
pair projects at armories around 
the state.
